“WE ARE EXPECTING to receive 
about 350 to 400 people within the 
next few weeks,” Rowe said. “This ts 
really taxing our ability to help these 
people. 

“The refugees are very hard 
working people,” he added.

$8.2 million high-rise 


SAN BERNARDINO— 
Plans for an $8.2 million 
high-rise apartment 


_complex for senior citizens - 


in downtown San Bernar- 
dino were announced on 
Monday by Bishop Phillip F. 


- Straling. 


The 12-story St. Bernar- 
dino Plaza, named for the 
diocese’s patron saint, will 
be built adjacent to historic 
St. Bernardine Church. 


APPROVAL of a construc- 
tion contract with Stolte 
Corp. of Los Angeles is now 
in the hands of the U.S- 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Renewal (HUD) in 
Los Angeles. 


It will bring to fruition 
some six years of planning 
and consideration of the 
project by the San Diego 
diocese, named as sponsor 
of the development. 

Since the initial applica- 
tion was made prior to the 
creation of the San 
Bernardino diocese, San 
Diego Bishop Leo T. Maher 
remains as chairman of the 
board of the. non-profit, 
tax-exempt corporation 
which will operate the 
project jointly with the local 
parish board. 


BISHOP Straling, who 


was named as board 


president when he was 
serving as vicar for the San 


- Bernardino deanery, 


retains, his position. 
Groundbreaking by ‘the 
two bishops. is contingent 
on HUD’s approval of the 
$6,699,000 bid by Stolte, 
the firm which built the 
city’s Inland Shopping 


Center and the Ontario 
Motor Speedway. 


Work is expected to be 
under way by the end of 
September and to be 
completed in 14 months. 
iWhen it is completed, the 
150-unit complex will be 
the tallest building in San 
Bernardino. 


THE BUILDING, design- 
ed by architect Ralph 
Flewelling of Flewelling & 
Moody of Pasadena, will sit 
on the north side of Fifth 
Streets between E and F 
streets, one of California's 
historic landmarks. 


The land is the site of the 
first Catholic church 
established. within the two- 
county area of Riverside 
and San Bernardino which 
make up the diocese. 


Plans call for construc- 
tion on the site of the 
present church rectory and 
classrooms of what was 
formerly St. Bernardine 
High School, which will be 


’ razed for the project. 


THE FORMER Immacu- 
late Heart Convent on Fifth 
Street will become the 
rectory. 


“This is a huge undertak- 
ing that people have 
wanted for years,” said 
Msgr. John J. Bradley, 
diocesan vicar general and 
pastor of St. Bernardine for 
the past 18 years. “We are 
happy to do something for 
the upgrading of Fifth and 
E.” . f

Monument dedicated 
to Chino murder victims 


CHINO—A white painted 
brick pedestal topped with 
a bronze cenotaph stands 
in the heart of the barrio 
here. 


It is dedicated to two 
members of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe parish who were 
gunned down in the church 
courtyard in 1976. 


BISHOP Phillip F. Straling 
celebrated a memorial 
mass last Sunday for 
Manuela Rey Cortez and 
Ignacio (Bobby) Padilla 
before dedicating and 
blessing the spot where the 
two fell. 


He prayed for peace and 
justice in this community, 
which has been the scene 
of gang violence for four 
generations. 

The two victims were part 
of a Community Action 
Council (CAC) patrol which 
took turns keeping watch 
for vandals and loiterers 
who had been victimizing 
the church for weeks. 


POLICE files on the 
double murder are inactive 
now. 


They were listed as 
unsolved homicides 
following an intensive 
investigation that included 
house-by-house interviews 
and the questioning of upto 
50 suspects, many ofthem, 
according to Police Sat. 


Harry Tooley, embers of 
the Chino Sinners gang. 


While the case is inactive, 
the memory of the night of 
May 17, 1976 remains vivid 
in the minds of friends and 
relatives who gathered 
around the monument that 
was _ hand-built by parish- 
ioners. 


‘-- “Il STILL have Bobby’s 
presence with me, and | 
guess | always will,” said 
one of his five brothers, 
Henry Padilla. 


He stood slightly apart 
from the crowd, accepting a 
pat on the arm from one of 
the several Pomona nuns 
who had. come to Chino for 
the memorial. 


“They are all friends of 
the family,” he said. “One of 
Bobby’s daughters will be 
taking the veil next August.” 


BISHOP Straling sprink- 

led holy water over. the 
monument. It stands within 
a walled and. grilled 
courtyard some 40 feet 
from a pink stucco wall 
across the street, from 
" where police say a gunman 
probably fired the fatal 
bullets. 


Taking his message from 
Christ's words in Mark's 
gospel, Bishop Straling said 
that murder is committed 
“because we have not heard 


the word of God and put it 
into our heart.” 


He said, “You and | livein 
a critical time. We need 
men and women who have 
heard the word of God and 
let it be a part of their life. 
Until we do that, you are not 
going to see a change inthe 
world. 


“START right here,” he 
said, pointing to his heart. 
“Let Christ in, and you will 
see Christ. Until you do it, | 
guarantee there will be 
more murders, more wars, 
more injustice.” : 

Father Manuel Guillen, 


pastor of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, said the deaths 


‘of Padilla and Mrs. Cortez 


“solidified our brotherhood 
and comradeship.” 


Deacon Ralph Partida 
said. that since the 
shootings vandalism has 
stopped and the patrolling 
of the churchyard by CAC 
members has been 
discontinued. 


Sgt. Tooley said that prior 
to the killings, groups 
ranging in size from two or 
three up to 15 and 20 would 
congregate around the 
church, sometimes distur- 
bing Bible studies and 
other activities there. 

“Their activity has 
subsided on the church 
grounds,” he said. 
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_ Inflation may limit pope’ s future trips 


It has been reported that Pope John Paul 
Il’s visit to the United States will cost those 
dioceses that he visits large sums of money. 
Setting up stages and other needed 
facilities for the visit has become quite 
expensive. 


For example, the archdiocese of 
Washington in the District of Columbia 
must raise $500,000 to cover the cost of the 
10,000 square-foot stage to be erected for 
the pope’s Sunday mass, the special 
furniture, floral) arrangements, sound 
systems and other items. 


Each pastor is being encouraged to raise 
$5 for every family belonging to his parish. 
With 100,000 Catholic families belonging to 
the parishes of the archdiocese, $500,000 
should be collected. 


As these figures show, it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to accommodate the 
visits of the pope. It seems unfortunate to 
have a pope who is so willing to travel, but 
who may not be able to continue his trips in 


the very near future due to financial 
restrictions. 


Illiteracy in America 


Did you know that the United States has 
more than 2,000,000 adults who never went 
to school, 14,000,000 men and women who 


‘never went past the fifth grade and 


57,000,000 Americans who have been 
judged to be merely functional? 


What is frightening about these figures is 


that the United States is falling behind. The 
percentage of illiterate people in America 
has increased in recent years. 

The reason? This increasingly complex 
society we have created. No longer are 
basic reading and writing skills sufficient to 
get by in this country. Computer printouts 
for bills, banking statements and zip codes 
are indicators of what it takes to make it in 
this society. 


It is important that these people be. 


helped. The domino effect is taking place. 


It is getting financially prohibitive to offer 
programs that will reverse the trend Even - 
churches are finding it difficult to maintain 
- programs that help the needy. — 

If the situation is not changed we are all in 
for very serious trouble in the near future.

‘ It would be easy to write about the 
problems in Catholic education—. 
declining enrollments, increased cost, 
lack of support from Catholic parents, 
decline in the number of teaching nuns, 
brothers and priests. ; 


But these are conditions that can be 
changed if those parents who refuse to 
support Catholic education, morally and 
financially, would reassess their 
convictions or criticisms and re-examine 
the values of Catholic education in the 
lives of children and young people. 


AS | SEE IT, Catholic education is 
rediscovering itself. It is changing 
because change is characteristic of all of 
man’s institutions as wellas man himself. 


In the 1960s, many began to question 
the need for Catholic schools. In the ’70s 
many. are now: seeking ways to heip 
Catholic.schools stay open, realizing that 
church-related schools are the only real 
force in America that can guarantee 
education based on strong convictions 
about morality and religion. 


Academicians have written volumes 
about the value of Catholic education. My 
statements are not.really as erudite or as 
well defined as theirs. But my “gut-level” 
beliefs about Catholic education are 
these: 
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FIRST, it is generally recognized that, 
academically, Catholic school youngsters 
do as well or better than their counterparts 
in other private and public schools. 


There is no need to dwell on this point 
except to note that this is accomplished at 
about one-half the per pupil cost, with 
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large’ student-teacher ratios, in old 
buildings, and with more limited 
educational supplies and equipment than 
one finds in public schools. 


Comparisons are really unfair for 
several reasons, the most important be- 
ing the difference in the tools of public 
education vis-a-vis Catholic education. 


MORE IMPORTANT, the true values of 
Catholic education are found in other than 
academic programs. 

| find personally, as do many 
that there is something 
meaningful and valuable interacting with 


nuns, brothers and priests professionally 


and socially. 


It is very difficult to identify what makes 
this interaction valuable, but it is there and 
those who have had this experience know 
that these people add a new and 
significant dimension to one’s life. _ 


A THIRD VALUE of Catholic education 
lies in the opportunity it affords the 
“takers” to grow and learn in a Christian 
atmosphere. . 


Again it is difficult to describe in words 
what “atmosphere” means, but visit any 
Catholic school in this country and you'll 
know what | mean. 


Another value, as | see it, is the religious 
dimension of Catholic education. No other 
educational institution in our society 
enables young people to learn about God, 
to practice their faith, and to explore 


man’s attitudes, values, and behaviors as. 


a spiritual and religious being. 
AS SOMEONE once said, “religion is 


what spoils life if you leave it out. Itiswhat ~ 


destroys character if itis deleted. It is what 
leaves life flat and tasteless when it is 
omitted.” 


Why buy substitutes when you can buy the best at. . . 
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Catholic education is worth the sacrifice 


This alone is worth the price of 
admission. 


A fifth value relates to personal and 
social development. 


Within Catholic schools, youngsters are 
offered a sense of identity, a feeling of 
personal worth and integrity. In 
conjunction with this there are 
opportunities for social development 
based upon Christian principles and 
social consciousness. 


WE KNOW, for example, that youngsters _ 


are greatly influenced by their peer group. 


It seems to me, then, that we would want 
this group to be religiously oriented with 
an appreciation and understanding of 
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identity with Catholic friends and 
teachers; and the opportunity for moral 
and spiritual development seem to be the 
hallmark of Catholic education. 


AND IT IS specifically the moral and 
spiritual values taught and learned that 
make Catholic schools unique among 
educational institutions. 


Catholic parents should examine their 
answers to these three questions: 


—Do you believe that Catholic schools 
have a purpose? 

—In view of these goals, purposes and 
values, do you want your children to attend 
Catholic schools? 

—lf yes,-are you willing to sacrifice, 
financially, in order to make Catholic 
education a reality for your children?

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Ambition stands between us and 
success. We can have anything we are 


willing to believe in, even God. 
Unfortunately, ambition often stands in 
the way: “Why you don't have what you 
want is because you don't pray for it” 
(James 4:2). 


Because of ambition, we refuse to listen 
to God in’ prayer but we pray “for 
something to indulge your own desires” 
(James 4:3).Going into prayer before we 
reach out to take something, is a difficult 
lesson to learn; but unless we learn that 
lesson, the things we take will be more 
destructive than helpful. 


ST. JAMES IS hard on the proud, self- 
willed man: “The most we should ever say: 
‘If itis the Lord’s will.’ How proud and sure 
of yourselves you are now. Pride of -this 
kind is always wicked. Everyone who 
knows what is the right thing to do and 
doesn't do it, commits a sin” (James 4:15- 
17). It is ambition that gets in the way. 


We know that we should pray but there 
are so many things we want, that we just do 
not have the time to pray. Or there are so 
many bad things that might happen, we 
fear to take the time to pray; unless, of 
course, everything should fall apart and 
there is. no recourse except in prayer. 
Then, we might pray. 


Why do the majority of people not kneel in 
our church when the priest holds up the 
host and says, “Behold the Lamb of God’? | 
have attended two other churches in San 
Diego and everyone kneels at this part of 
the mass. Would you please explain why 
there is a difference between parishes? 


At any given celebration of the mass the 
General Instruction reminds us that “the 
same posture, taken by all the participants, 
is a sign of community and the unity of 
the assembly, for it expresses the par- 
ticipants’ frame of mind and disposition 
of soul, and it likewise develops such 
dispositions.” 


This is followed by some specific 
directions, the very first of which is that 
-“the faithful are to comply with the 
instructions which the deacon or the 
priest or other minister gives during the 
celebration.” Only then does the 
Instruction add ‘some particulars about 
when to stand or to sit. Just one mention is 
made of kneeling: “They kneel at the 


September 16, Twenty-fourth Sunday in 
Ordinary Time (Isaiah 50:4-9; James 
2:14-18; Mark 8:27-35). 


On one point all biblical. scholars are 
agreed. The gospel reading for this 
Sunday is at the heart of Mark's account. It 
serves as a hinge to the whole gospel. 


It provides the grand climax for all that. 


went before and the introduction to all that 
follows. It is the latter role which the 
church emphasizes, as the first reading 
confirms. 


LET’S FIRST consider its role as climax. 
This will help immeasurably in 
appreciating its role as introduction. In ali 
that preceded this passage Jesus had 
been presented as a miracle worker par 
excellence. 


He had healed blind men and 
deafmutes, fed thousands, walked on 
water, quelled a storm at sea, expelled 
demons. Nothing was beyond His powers.

Our names in heaven 


Sunday Readings 


“Elijah was a human being like 
ourselves” (James 5:17-18) and he could 
pray the rain upon the land and pray it 
away again.” 


“WE DON'T HAVE time for that sort of 
thing,” we say. “There is too much to do!” 


“Come,” they said, “let us build 
ourselves.a town and a tower with its top 
reaching heaven. Let us make a name for 
ourselves” (Genesis 11:4). Makinganame 
for oneself is a metaphor for ambition.The 
Spirit has promised: “Those who prove 
victorious, | will inscribe on them the 
name of my God” Revelation (3:12). 


The elect will have Jesus’ name and the 
name of their heavenly Father written on 
their foreheads (Revelation 14:1); and 
they will be. given a white stone with a 
name written on it which no one knows 
el the person himself (Revelation 


IF OUR DESTINY is so profound that we 
share in the mystery of God's own nature, 
why are we fussing to get our name known? 
Abraham, Israel, John the Baptist, Peter 
and Jesus were given names from heaven. 


This is where we should be looking for 
our name too; then, we will have time to 
pray. 


consecration, unless they are unableto do - 


so because of lack of space or the large 
number of people present, or other 
reasonable causes.” 


In enumerating the places where the 
faithful are to stand, it says “likewise from 
the prayer over the gifts to the end of mass, 
except as stated below” which referred to- 
the consecration. Kneeling immediately 
before communion is, therefore, not 
required—but there’s certainly nothing 
wrong with it. And that’s why there will be 
variations from parish to parish. 


When a holy day of obligation occurs ona 
Saturday, can the Saturday evening mass 
be used for both obligations? 


Yes. The Sacred Congregation for the 
Clergy has renewed this permission for 
another five years according to the wishes 
of the bishop of the territory. Note that a 
Saturday morning mass would not- 
suffice—it has to be a late afternoon or 
evening service. 


The reaction of the crowds was 
understandable. They were “spellbound,”

Would you please print some recipes for

guidelines for those who prepare bread for 
use inthe eucharistic celebration.”

is the need to belong and identify with 
others who believe the same thing. This is 
especially strong in adolescence although 
many adults never transcend this stage. 

Third, there’s the “searching level” of 
faith which Westerhoff describes in this 
way: 

“IN ORDER TO move from an 
understanding of faith that belongs to the 
community to an understanding of faith 
that is our own, we need to doubt and 
question that faith.” 


And finally, there is the “owned faith” 


- which may be the conversion experience 


but which is more often a slow but sure 
acceptance of, “Yes, | do believe.” 


In our pews we have Christians on all 
levels struggling to make their faith 
applicable to their daily lives. Many are 
bored, restless, and hungry. 


Perhaps instead of a Saturday religion 
class we should have given them an adult 
to walk home from mass with, one whose 
faith made a difference in their lives.
